Dear Sir:—in reply to your letter of 
19th Nov., I have much pleasure in send- 
ing you by this mail, a copy of my latest 
pamphlet on the _ origin of Postage 
Stamps, and other documents, which will, 
I think, place your philatelic associations 
in full p»ssession of the facts concerning 
the Chalmers Imposture. 

How any one possessing a grain of 
common sense can have believed it possi- 
ble for Sir Rowland Hill or anyone else to 
keep the facts dark for +0 years, if there 
had been. any. truth in James Chalmers’ 
claim; is to me incomprehensible; but just 
now it is rather a fashionable craze to dis- 
cover mare’s nests... Columbus’ claim : to 
have discovered America, Shakespear’s 
claim.to have written his plays, Dickens’ 
claim to have written Oliver Twist, have 
all been..attacked by persons,.with more 
zeal than. brains, and:Sir, Rowland Hill’s 
claim to be the originator of the Uniform 
Penny Postage. System (and of that very 


small detail, the use of adhesive as dis- 
tinguished from other kinds of postage 
Stamps) is perhaps as promising an object. 
for attack as any other for those who 
have not yet learned to distinguish truth 
from twaddle. 

Like any other folly this must, I sup- 
pose, have its day, but meanwhile, those 
who take the trouble to investigate the 
facts and to compare Mr. Patrick Chal- 
mers’ fabricated letters, pretended quota- 
tions and false dates with the genuine 
documents and records, will have no 
difficulty in ascertaining the truth. 

The admitted fact that Sir Rowland 
Hiil in his evidence of 13th February, 
1837, was the first to publish his sugges- 
tion, will, to all scientific persons be 
decisive of the question. Of course the 
American Philatelic Association may re- 
fuse to be bound by this well-known rule, 
but then they must be prepared for the 
obvious consequence, viz; that no scien- 
tific society or person of intelligence will 
attach any value to their opinions.

A fine list of ‘‘New Issues,” 
by W. C. Stone, and Official Corres- 
pondence and Reports, Notes and Queries 
fill the remaining space. The December

We are pleased 
that the old ‘‘Bay State” has such a good 
representative. 

The October number of the ‘‘Stamp 
Collectors Figaro” reached us over a 
month late. This number contains a 
very good picture and autograph signa- 
ture of ‘‘yours faithfully, Pat. Chalmers,” 
but no sketch. ‘‘Emile” has soured on 
our worthy International Secretary, 
Joseph Rechert, and the Messrs. Calman, 
—as he does on nearly every one—and 
gives them a couple pages of abuse. 
Unless Mr. Voute ‘‘turns over a new leaf 
with the New Year,” the ‘‘Figaro” will 
soon be dead and forgotten, or we are no 
prophet. The principal trouble is Voute lets 
his temper run away with his judgement. 

The ‘Quaker City Philatelist,” Novem- 
ber and December numbers, are up to 
their usual standard. The Quaker City 
boys don’t take much stock in the ‘‘Chal- 
mers Craze” and are not afraid to say so, 

The ‘‘Philatelic Monthly” reaches us 
promptly every month. Brother Hanes 
is ahard worker and proposes to keep 
up the first class reputation established by 
the late L. W. Durbin. 


The ‘National Philatelist,” though 
small, is good, what there is of it. We 
should like to see it enlarged. 

The ‘‘Badger State Philatelist” for 


November contains five pages of more or 
less interesting reading matter. We 
‘‘clip” the following: “The ‘Stamp 
World’ is edited by a couple of Chicago 
men with a few additional clippings by 
Hubbard.” We are inclined to think 
that if Brother Carter would do likewise 
it would be an improvement to his paper, 
People get tired of reading one person’s 
writings all the time. Variety is the spice 
of life. The December issue, which 
commences the second volume, contains 


a portrait of Francis Jackson and three 
pages of reading matter, all of which is 
by the editor, with the exception of about. 
a column by ‘‘Maque.” 

The December number of the ‘‘Philate- 
lic World” completesits sixth vclume. But 
very few papers live to such an old age. 

The November number of ‘‘Plain 
Talk,” under the management of Mr. Geo.

In May, 1840, however, after reading 
Sir Rowland Hill’s evidence above re- 
ferred to, Mr. James Chalmers at once 
withdrew his claim to priority and ex- 
pressed his regret he had, in error, ever 
put it forward. 

After a lapse of nearly 50 years, Mr. 
Patrick Chalmers knows more about his 
father’s own business, having convenient- 
ly waited until both principals were dead, 
and puts up a claim for his father. 

In November 1888, Pearson Hill 
published a statement in the leading 
papers and in books, stating his silence 
was enforced from the belief that: Chal- 
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mers Jr., was a lunatic and charging him 
with falsehood, malignant bribery and 
perjury, for the purpose of testing the 
case in a court of law. 

Will Chalmers prefer an action for 
libel, or will he be content with the ‘‘Im- 
posture” his lies have created?

On looking over the paper we read 
under the ‘‘Editorial,” “In presenting 
this paper to philatelists, Ido not claim 
to fill a long felt want, but hope to receive 
encouragement and assistance by receiv- 
ng your advertisements and subscritions. 
etc. etc.” (signed) The Publisher. 


When, upon finding that there is a good 
deal of work connected with publishing a 
paper and that the subscriptions and ad- 
vertisements do not roll in very fast, his 
interest drops off month by month until 
he finally sells out or stops publishing 
and finds himself about $40 out. 


Now if every stamp dealer and collector 
would support two or three of the best 
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stamp journals with their advertisements 
and subscriptions, all concerned would 
receive the best possible results and we 
would have two or three good journals 
instead of forty poor ones.

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A Philatelic Workshop. 

A funny title the above seems, doesn’t 
it? And yet to me it appears appropriate, 
and fit for the subject which I shall at- 
tempt to discuss in a manner that will be 
clear to every one. 

Carpenters, tailors, painters and other 
workmen who have different things which 
at times need repairing and touching up, 


all have workshops, and why should not | 


the philatelist who has things of equal 
value constantly passing through his 
hands be entitled to the same privilege? 
But at this point a question will probably 


arise in some of my readers minds as to | 


whether it is right to patch or repair a 
stamp which has been torn or mutilated 
in some manner. 

In my mind there is nota shadow of a 
doubt but what it és just and right to do 
so as much as it is to mend apiece of fur- 
niture or anything else of value. If the 
household table gets broken, the carpenter 
is called in to repair it, and although it 
may not be as good as a new one it is Just 
as serviceable; and so with rare stamps, 
if a corner is off ora small piece out of 
the side, by inserting or adding a part of 
another stamp, this one is made to look 
as a perfect specimen, and 
although if sold it wonld not bring as 
much, yet it serves the purpose just as 
well and saves the owner from buying a 
new one. 

Stamps will get torn and when a col- 
Jector obtains a good specimen with a 
small piece out, the question will arise 
whether it is better to destroy that one 
and get a perfect specimen, or to fix this 
torn one up and let it grace his colle ‘tion. 
{n my opinion he should take the latter 
course, at least until such a time when a 
better specimen falls into his hands. 

If it is wrong to repair stamps, then 
the torn specimens must be useless, as all 


as good 
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writers unite in urging collectors not to 
place torn specimens in their collection. 
There are many stamps which it is diffi- 
cult to obtain in a perfect state. Notice 


this. Auction sale catalogues; see this 
Stamp with ‘‘a corner off,” that one 
‘slightly torn.” Are these collectable, 


or should they be consigned to the waste 


| basket ? 


In my collection I have a tive cent 
yellow United States stamp of the 1861 


/issue, unused catalogued at five dollars, 


but on the left side a very small piece is 
out. Will I debar this specimen, or by 
adding a small piece of perforated paper 
make it presentable and an almost perfect 
specimen. The Jatter is my course in 
almost every instance. With these pre- 
liminary remarks, I will take up the main 
subject. 

In a philatelic workshop, the first and 
most important article is the wherewith 
to repair, and mine I have obtained in 
this way. Whenever badly torn or frag- 
ments of stamps come into my hands I 
place them in an envelope for safe- 
keeping, and as I collect only the U. S. 
general issue and Department adhesives, 
I now have pieces of many varieties of 


these stamps, having handled many 
thousands during the last few years. In 


this envelope I also keep pieces of 
gummed and perforated paper such as 
the border of the sheets of stamps. 


The sheets of Special Delivery Stamps 
have an unprinted border from one and 
a half to two inches in width, and some ef 
this I keep on hand. Any collector at a 
small post office can obtain it by asking 
the postmaster. 

Another requisite is some thin gummed 
paper such as is used for stamp hinges. 
These with a pair of scissors and a muci- 
lage bottle constitute the. requirements 
of the workshop. 
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Now if aone cent 1868, a seven cent 
1870, or any other stamp of value comes 
into my hands, having acorner off or a 
piece out, | look through my envelope for 
apiece of a similar stamp, and having 
found it, I cut off what is required to 
match the torn part, always cutting the 
piece a little larger than the hole in order 
to lap under and fasten it to the stamp. 
In joining, care should be taken that the 
design is well matched on the face. Ifa 
stamp is simply torn with no piece out, a 
little of the thin gummed paper on the 
back will repair it nicely. 

If you have a stamp with a piece off the 
side and no other to match it, take a 
portion of the perforated paper, and 
attach it so the perforations match natur- 
ally. This defect will show, but it will 
fill out the sides as to perforation and 
will lessen the looks of the break. 

Your first attempts at repairing may be 
clumsy ones but nothing is learned with- 
out practice, and if your first experiments 
are not satisfactory, don’t be discouraged 
but try again, and each time you try you 
will tind it comes easier. 

Remember that stamps, like any other 
commodity, have a value, and that in 
neatly repairing them you save them from 
possible destruction, and not only that, 
but you save to yourself that which is a 
source of pleasure to you, and will be to 
collectors who come after.

What a ridiculous set of cranks stamp 
collectors appear to be to the uninitiated. 
I have been asked more times what I col- 
lected stamps for than I have hairs in my 
head.

Why to bea 
safe investment for their money; they 
don’t get a very high rate of interest but 
it is practically safe. Well, 1 collect 
stamps because it is a safe investment for 
my monev; instead of getting 4 per cent 
interest, I get from 10 to 1000 per cent 
interest; I invest as low as five cents at a 
time, many times. Do you ever put 5 
cents at a time in the savings bank? | 
enjoy collecting stamps, placing them in 
my album and nearly every one likes to 
look over a fine collection of stamps, as 
they do a collection of paintings, antiqui- 
ties or anything else. Do you entertain 
your friends by showing them your bank 
book?

Of course 
he hated to part with his fine collection, 
Hut he hadto do that or go through 
bankruptcy. A good collection of stamps 
can always be turned into ready money, 
and is a better investment from a financial 
point of view than the same amount 
placed in the savings bank, to say nothing 
of the enjoyment one has in collecting 
them.

The ‘‘A. P. A.” nomi- 
nally consists of about 600 ‘embers 
scattered all over the United States, but | 
in reality itis a private club of three per- 
sons—for by a judicious procurement of 
proxies all the legislation, at the conven- 
tion held last summer in Boston, was de- 
cided by a gentleman from New York, 
another from Chicago and another from 
St. Louis. And where important matters 
come up, like the allowing of ‘‘reprints” 
on exchange sheets of the association, 
certainly every self-respecting American 
citizen wants to have a voice in the 
matter, and not have it decided by a club 
of three. Inthe A. P. A., it isvery much 
the dealers versus the private collectors, 
and just now the dealers are on top, for 
not only did they succeed in electing Mr. 
James Rechert, of Hoboken, N. J., one of 
the ‘“‘envelope syndicate,” as international 
secretary, but lately they have appointed 
a Mr. Sterling, of New Jersey, as ex- 
change superintendent. Mr. S. is largely 
distinguished by his desire to scatter 
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all in his power to help the Association 
along. Joseph—not James—is working 
for Rechert, first, last and all the time. 
He believes that the more active philate- 
lists there are in the country, the better it 
will be for every philatelist, as the price 
of every stamp is regulated by the demand 
and the supply. We have noticed that 
those who kick so much about the ‘‘envel- 
ope syndicate” are mostly ‘‘kids,’ and 
those who do not collect entire envelopes. 
That was simply a case of legitimate 
speculation, and we thank God that we 
are not so envious of another’s success 
that it breaks our heart to think of it, as 


is the case with some A. P. A. members. 


Mr. Sterling 
believes in advertising and it is no worse 
for him to place his portraits on his 
circulars, than for hundreds of other ad- 
vertisers in other lines of business.

Bogus Canadian surcharged stamps 
have been sold in Europe, and obtained 
good prices on the Continent. 


The L’Echo de la Timbrologie is now 
the leading French philatelic journal. It 
is the organ of the great French Society. 


The dealers in Paris, instead of selling 
packets of from 200 to 1000 stamps, 
mount them inan album and dispose of 
them as a collection. What’s in a name?

Since the New Hebrides have been 
placed under an Anglo-France protecto- 
rate, a company has been tormed to 
colonize the isles, organize postal service, 
etc. Wemay expect more stamps. 


An Austrian correspondent states that 
the Journal stamps, type of Mercury, are 
not perforated officially, but a large pub- 
lishing firm had a number perforated for 
their own convenience, to which the post 
attach no importance. 

A very useful philatelist’s work-box is 
sold by the hundred on the continent.

Le Collectionneur de Timbre Poste, of 
Paris, says, ‘‘After a recent decision, the 
registered stamps of Canada are not obli- 
gatory; letters and packets sufliciently - 
paid with ordinary postage stamps to 
cover also the registry fee have passed 
the authorities many times.” se 

The monopoly in control of the stamps — 
of one of the East Indian States, has been 
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sold to certain dealers by the petty rajahs 
and princes of the smaller states for a 
cash consideration. These dealers 
supply the stamps to the principality at 
the same time supplying retail dealers 
and collectors with all they want. 


In Turkey the Poste seems determined 
to get rid of the foreign offices in the 
Levant, and has informed the various 
powers through their ambassadors at 
Constantinople that there will be postal 
reforms made, which they hope will cul- 
minate in the withdrawal of the foreign 
post-oftices in the land of Mahomet.
